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DETAILED ACTION 

This application is in condition for allowance except for the following formal matters: 

Drawings 

Figure 4 is objected to because the cross hatching used for the fusing roller and following 
roller incorrectly indicates the materials are formed of metal. A chart in the MPEP will aid 
Applicant selecting the corresponding cross hatching for different materials. If no appropriate 
cross hatching is indicated by the chart, any non-designated cross hatching pattern will be 
accepted. See MPEP, 608.02, IX. 

The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1.83(a). The drawings must show every 
feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the following roller above the fusing 
roller (claim 1 1) must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter 
should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to 
the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing 
sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, 
even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing 
should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the appropriate figure . 
must be removed from the replacement sheet, and where necessary, the remaining figures must 
be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief description of the several views of the 
drawings for consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the 
renumbering of the remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an 
application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" 
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pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d). If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will 
be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office action. The 
objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 
Claims 1-11 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The claims are considered patentable because of the inclusion of the claim limitations, a 

fuser roller formed with annular grooves and paper-separating rings mounted in the annular 

grooves, that is not taught by or suggested by the prior art of record. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 

payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 

fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on Statement of Reasons for 

Allowance." 

Prior Art 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. 

Margiotta (US 6,137,982) discloses a fuser stripper apparatus with a wire member 
wrapped around the fuser roller to prevent paper from wrapping around the fuser roller. 

Suzuki et al. (US 3,824,01 1) disclose a transfer with a pair of strips for separating the 
paper from the roller.
